Council rescinds cable TV hike

VIRGINIA BEACH— Cox 
Cable of Virginia Beach has been 
denied its requested rate increase. 

City Council Monday after- 
noon by a unanimous vote 
rescinded its action of three 
weeks ago which granted the 
cable company a basic rate in- 
crease from $9.24 to $10.50 a 
month. 

The reason for the Council's 
change of mind was the 
revelation, a week '^fter the rate 
increase approval, of a "buy- 
out" of local stockholders by 
Cox Communications, Inc. for 
$18 million. 

There was no way, Council 
members contended, that 
citizens of Virginia Beach could 
be convinced that there is no 
connection between the pending 
stock sale and the requested rate 
increase. 

Officials from Cox Commun- 
ciations, Inc., Atlanta, the parent 
company, tried for almost two 
hours to explain the workings of 
cable company finance to Coun- 
cil but Councilman John A. 
Baum summarized the prevailing 
attitude: "We're dead 
(politically) if we approve that 
thing." 

Losing beachfront 



Councilw'oman Meycra Ober- 
ndorf last week called for the 
reconsideration of the Jan. 14 
rate hike; approval in light of the 
stock deal. Local stockholders, 
who hold 20 shares of Cox Cable, 
Virginia Beach, are expected to 
receive $18 million for their 
shares or a return of 450 times the 
$1,000 a share paid in 1975. 

Cox Communications holds 
the remaining 80 shares. 

According to Cox represen- 
tatives the stock "buy-out" 
negotiations have been uaderway 
since March and are not yet final. 

They said that it was a coin- 
cidence that the rate increase 
came up at the same time the 
negotiations were underway. But 
no one came up with an answer as 
to why the city was not informed 
about the stock sale along with 
the other fmancial information 
submitted to the city on the price 
hike. 

However, the denial of the in- 
crease by Council still leaves the 
cable company free to imjjose a 
five percent rate increase this year 
and another five percent increase 
next year. Recent Federal 
legislation, edging the localities 
out of the rate-making business, 
empowers the table companies to 
set their own rates in three years. 



Council woman Nancy Creech, 
who had not only approved the 
rate increase but denied a motion 
to postpone the increase until 
more financial information was 
available, made the motion for,] 
rescinding the previous action. 

After the 11-0 vote Monday 
Baum wondered whether thel 
return on the local Cox shares is 
the highest rate of return in the 
country. The return would be 
$450,000 on a $1,000 investment 
in eight years. 
Bob Redella, director of invest- 
"^ment planning. Cox Com- 
munications, Atlanta, said that 
the rate increase and the stock 
shares are separate transactions. 

Redella explained that the total 
value of Cox Cable of Tidewater 
(Virginia Beach, Norfolk and 
Portsmouth) for 1985 is 
$143,470,000 and with a debt of 
$114,400,000 the equity value 
would be $129,070,000. Since 
Virginia Beach produces 55 per- 
cent of the revenue, its share 
would come to $70,988,500 
leaving the local shareholders 
holdings, figured at 25 percent, at 
$17,747,125. An $18 million 
value is a reasonable fair market 
rate, he said.

The recent admonition to American farmers to 
expect less from the government must have soun- 
ded strange indeed, coming fronf Secretary of 
Agriculture John Block, the man farmers must 
look to as their voice at Ronald Reagan's Round 
Table. 

Cabinet Official Block, the man who put his 
family on the much publicized "Food Stamp diet" 
some time back has been quoted by the Associated 
Press as saying that he did not believe the Reagan 
Administration should liberalize federal credit for 
farmers, setting up a "bottomless pit" of subsidies. 

Block went on to say that he favored limitations 
on the "payment in kind" program, which he says 
raised the federal farm costs to nearly $30 billion in 
1983. 

To a question from a farmer: "What are you 
going to do to save us?" Block was quoted as 
saying: 

"...as much as I would like to say 'I've got the 
solution,' honestly I don't have it." 

Seeing as the $30 billion is a small chunk of the 
approximately $820 billion federal spending budget 
currently being debated, farmers might look and 
see where the majority of that money is going. 

Perhaps the Future Farmers of America might 
consider conversion to ROTC. At least then the out 
of work and dispossessed small farmer could con- 
ceivably join the Army. — S.M.

When he ran for governor in 1981, J. Marshall

"The governor's adopted a new policy," joked 
Coleman. "Each evening, the prison cook goes 
around to every cell asking, 'Will you be here for 
breakfast in the morning?'" 

To blame the state's prison system problems on 
one political party is absurd. Many of the 
proceedures were in place long before Robb was in 
power. Many, in fact, were instituted when Cole- 
man, Dalton and the |lepublicans were in office. 
But, to make jokes about so serious a dilemma is 
obscene, and unbefitting a so-called statesman.

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Writer says * * freeloaders * ' on retirement rolls 



Editor, Virginia Beach Sun: 

Although in recent years the number of active- 
duty military members has remained constant, 
there has been an explosion in the number of 
"dependents" eligible for free care. The question 
naturally arises: "Whence cometh this huge in- 
crease in numbers on the military health care 
rolls?" There is only one reasonable answer. As 
the military divorce rate has skyrocketed (close to 
SOVo now) military members, especially those who 
are retired, have tended to marry younger women 
the second time around, who usually have children 
by previous marriages . 

The member is allowed to add his new spouse to 
the rolls, although she has never served the coun- 
try a day as a military wife. He can also add his 
new step-children, although they are legal depen- 
dents of thiSr natural father an^ usually are 
receiving court-ordered child support. In addition, 
he can also add his new in-laws if he declares them 
his "dependents." (There have been cases where 
retired military men have added, to the military 
health care rolls, six to seven people through new 
marriages contracted after they retired from ser- 
vice.) Of course, it is easy to see that if you 
multiply these numbers by the million or so divor- 
ced military members, pretty soon you're talking 



about real money, not to mention what such over- 
loading does to the quality of medical care. 

The process has been so insidious that the 
estimated one million freeloaders now on the 
military medical rolls were overlooked by the 
highly-touted Grace Commission. When Mr. 
Grace recommended changes in military medicine 
in order to bring down the cost and improve the 
quality, his myopia kept him from recommending 
that these freeloaders be removed. (I believe Mr. 
Grace «;ould have noticed if he had been a recent 
patient mm^lf at a military facility.) 

Of course, something must be done forthwith to 
halt this downward trend in the quality of military 
medicine. I propose the novel idea of requiring 
those who are entitled to "free" military medicine 
to have worked for it. Specifically, I suggest that 
only military members who serve, their active- 
duty wives, and cMMren of those marriages be en- 
titled to free medical care. If that fair principle 
were enacted into law, I predict that we would see 
the quality of medical care rise to what it formerly 
was-the bestin thc^ world. Are you listening, 
Congress?

RICHMOND— With a relaxed 
disposition and confident Walk, 
Delegate W.R. "Buster" 
O'Brien, R-Virginia Beach, en- 
ters his aide's office ready to 
begin his day of work. For this 
38-year-old rising star of Virginia 
politics, that means lobbying 
legislation he is introducing in the 
General Assenibly. Later in the 
afternoon, he will leave Rich- 
mond for a weekend of cam- 
paigning for the office of attor- 
ney general. 

O'Brien is considered a rising 
star because of the notoriety he is 
accumulating at a relatively early 
political age. Says Delegate 
Robert Tata, R- Virginia Beach, 
"Buster O'Brien is capable, a 
great negotiatior, able to get 
things done and liked by 
everyone." Similarly, Delegate 
Owen B. Pickett, D-Virginia 
Beach, says, "He has generated a 
great deal of interest ifi the 
House ; he is very energetic . " 

While saying quietly that he is 
"considering running for office 
(attorney general), and plannirig 
to make a strong commitment in 
a month or so," O'Brien is not 
too shy to admit that "I never 



run for anything unless I feel that 
I have a great chance of winning. 
So if I run, I will expect to be 
elected." 

The delegate is not the only one 
to feel so strongly about his 
chances. "He has the best shot of 
any of the Republicans," says 
Tata, "because he is un- 
challenged, well-known aijd very 
conservative." At least one 
Democrat, Delegate M^y Sue 
Terry, Patrick, has in^ated she 
will rurf'for attorney ieneral. 

O'Brien's brashn^ss appears to 
be rubbing off on l;hose around 
him. Rita Woolwi^, his top 
aide, describes hfcc boss as 
"bright, personable and natural. 
He is fun to work with, but at the 
same time he is very serious 
about the legislation he works 
on." 

A full-time lawyer and father 

of three in the Great Neck area of 
the city, O'Brien grew up playing 
football and participating full- 
time in school government. After 
graduating from Princess Anne 
High School, he went on to star 
in football for Notre Dame and 
the University of Richmond in 
the late 1960's. He studied law 
and graduated from William and 
Mary's Marshall-Wythe JSchool 



of Law in 1974. 

While he grew up "knowing I 
wanted to be a lawyer and 
become involved in politics,'' his 
family was anything but 
politically oriented. In fact, his 
father was a farmer. • 
, His first official taste of 
politics came in 1970 when he was 
state coordinator for the Young 
Virginians for Mills Godwin 
campaign for governor. Since 
that time, he has practiced law in 
the Beach and was first elected to 
the House of Delegates in 1980. 
In the General Assembly, he ser- 
ves on the Finance, Conservation 
& Natural Resources, 
Chesapeake & Its Tributaries and 
Militia & Police committees. 

Among the bills O'Brien is 
sponsoring this session are: a 
proposal to abolish happy hours 
at Virginia bars and restaurants; 
a bill permitting investigation in- 
to the feasibility of making some 
state prisons privately run 
operations; and, finally, a stric- 
ter set of criteria for determining 
capital punishment. 

Concerning his proposal to 
abolish happy hours, he says the 
practice of "encouraging 
customers to sit there and. drink

According to Larry Oilman, 
secretary to the Alcoholic 
Beverage Commission (ABC) in 
Richmond, such a proposal is 
presently being discussed at the 
ABC. 

"The Commission has in- 
stituted a regular proceeding that 
may limit happy hours in some 
way. Other states have found a 
relationship between happy hour 
patrons and automobile acciden- 
ts, and we are investigating that 
currently." 

Oilman indicated that if the 
Commission's fmdings parallel 
those of "other states," they will 
enforce a program similar to 
O'Brien's proposal.

a study of the situation will be 
released this month. 

The delegate's bill concerning 
state prisons, labeled "prisons, 
for profit," would permit private 
organizations to operate state 
prisons. "I would like to prgjare 
a study to see if it is viable," says 
O'Brien. 

"We, as well as many other 
states, are having problems with 
our corrections system," he said, 
and added that privately run 
systems should operate at 25 per- 
cent less cost than state-run in- 
stitutions.

O'Bri^ 
would like to add to that list 
murder during sodomy and mur- 
der during attempted robbery.

1982. This could mean property 
owners in Croatan Beach and 
North Virginia Beach, as well as 
Sandbridge. 

Council had objected to the 
scope of the bill and last week 
approved a resolution requesting 
that the bill be killed. | 

David Grochmal, assistant to 
the city manager, said that it ap- 
pears that some bill will be passed 
by the House. The original bill 
had been changed to exempt only 
property owners in the 3500 
block. 

Grochmal said that the patron 
of the bill in the House "thinks 
we have struck a deal." If the 
Council objected to the revised 
version, the Bill can go back to 
the way it was originally. Coun- 



cil had expressed concern that the 
exemption would include areas in 
North Virginia Beach and 
Croatan Beach as well as Sand- 
bridge where the legislation was 
targeted. 

The cost of the bulkheading, 
which is to be borne by the 
property owners, would be ap- 
proximately $350,000 for the 
eight parcels. 

The eventual solution is 
generally agreed to be beach 
restoration. However, the U.S. 
Corps of Engineers report shows 
that the cost of the project could 
not be justified. 

Council apparently wants the 
exemption to be limited if it has 
to be. 

Council decided to prepare an 
information packet for the 



General Assembly and to request 
the Conservation and Natural 
Resources Committee of the 
House of Delegates that a sub- 
committee be established to study 
the effectiveness and impacts of 
alternatives. These include sand 
replenishment, bulkheading or 
other methods of erosion control 
and abatement and recommen- 
ded remedial action to offset any 
adverse impacts on adjacent 
properties. "It's^ not something 
you can put a little bandaid on," 
said Council member Henley. 

Councilwoman Reba Mc- 
Clanan suggested Council should 
talk to Sen. Holland who is a 
former city mayor. 

Mayor Heischober instructed 
staff to prepare a paper on what 
was discussed for presentation to 
the legislators.

Resort police chief emphasizes 
training & technology for '85

VIRGINIA BEACH— Virginia 
Beacii's top law enforcement of- 
ficial is a big man managing a big 
job in a rapidly growing city 
witii less police officers than 
other U.S. cities of similar size 
employ. 

Chief of Police Charles R. 
Wall plans to combine the latest 
technology and the eyes and ears 
of the city's citizens to prevent 
and fight crime in 1985. 

"In the 48 neighborhoods 
where we've established 'crime 
watch' organizations, not one 



illegal entry has been reported," 
said a pleased Wall. 

Last year the police force 
fingerprinted over 22,G00 
children and set up additional 
telephone units to handle the 
rising numtier of police assistance 
calls. 

In 198S Wall said the depar- 
tment will increase its com- 
munications capability by in- 
cluding all city departments in the 
police network. 

"The new system will allow us 
to tallc on 20 base stations. We 
will use all municipal job groups 
to give us a uniform com- 



munications system throughout 
the city." 

Wliile crime was up in some 
categories last year. Wall was 
happy to report that there were 
no unsolved homicides. 

Wall's goal for 198S is to make 
the force as efficient as possible 
in an expanding resort city that 
has fewer police officers per 
capita than other cities of 250,000 
or more. 

"For example, we have 50 per- 
cent less officers than Norfolk 
and twice the area to cover. Yet 
we are fortunate to have f?wer

The naked monkey trial; 
or 

sex, television and Virginia Beach 

Once again Cox Cable, Mr. Sciortino, Common- 
wealth's Attorney for the City of Virginia Beach, 
community standards and, oh yes, sex, dominate 
the headlines and spice up the evening news broad- 
cast. 

As most readers are aware, a Virginia Beach 
Grand Jury last week returned several counts of 
obscenity against Cox Cable, the local vendor of 
Playboy originated television, known to cable sub- 
scribers as the P/ayfto> Channel. 

Recent events have included emotional confron- 
tations before City Council between citizens, both 
organized and individual, religious leaders, civil 
libertarians and City solons. Council meetings are 
frequently emotion-charged, even when dealing 
with such seemingly mundane matters as zoning, 
which in fact can mean big money to developers, 
lost promise to homeowners, or a new paper route 
for some enterprising capitalist. 

Capitalism being what it is all about. 

Sex and television are no new combination. One 
need only check the cover of TV Guide to confirm 
that, or walk through a supermarket checkout line 
and observe the lurid headlines concerning sex, 
drugs and Hollywood. The simple truth of it all 
being sex sells, and always has. , 

Sex sells products, from chewing gum to 
automobiles; sex sells vacations and magazines; 
clothes and hairdos; sex even makes people read 
editorial columns. 

Such fact established, let us consider the poten- 
tial attention the City of Virginia Beach may 
receive from such a landmark notion as virtual con- 
trol of the airways. 

Any student of legal history will point out {hat 
Clarence Darrow's most famous case, the "Scopes 
Monkey Trigl" w?is an event containing some of 
the same elements; fundamental religion versus a 
lazy public, in that instance people who assumed 
evolution was an accepted scientific fact. The idea 
of a trial was first advanced by a pair of town 
boosters who rightly assumed that a faceoff bet- 
ween William Jennings Bryan and Clarence 
Darrow would be both a publicity and merchan- 
dising bonanza for their burg. 

In his quest for community standards the Com- 
monwealth's Attorney might well canvass the 6,000 
subscribers of the offending cable channel to see 
why they purchase the service. Most likely he would 
find reticence. Most right thinking taxpayers with 
jobs to hold and relatives to please might find it 
difficult to lead, the yea debate for something 
already labelled obscene by a Grand Jury. 

So we may well get our own version of the Scopes 
Trial. We'll call it the "naked monkey trial", and 
perhaps sit back and watch cable company attor- 
neys, and possible Playboy attorneys, as they 
debate the issue with our City legal staff, all in 
living color on cable news, in the so-called privacy 
of our own livingroom.— S.M. 

- Restoring law 

The Supreme Court took a step in the right direc- 
tion when it gave public school authorities the right 
to search students without a court-ordered warrant. 

The 6-3 decision gives those responsible for the 
schools the kind of authority needed to control 
troublemakers in the schools. 

A lack of discipline has been the most destructive 
failing of public education in the last two decades. 
There has been violence and drug dealing. And the 
courts have been partly responsible. 

Students were given the right to wear what they 
pleased and say what they pleased. Some decided 
they could break the law as they pleased. No won- 
der they began to think that they, not the school 
authorities, has a right to run the schools. 

Now some balance is being restored. The court 
said school authorities need not have legally 
defined "probable cause" to search a school locker 
or a student's purse for illegal drugs. Only 
reasonable cause is needed. 

Schoolteachers function in some ways in place of 
parents. They are given custody of children, with 

responsibility for guiding students toward goc^ 

dtizenship and protecting them from bad influen- 
ces. If the courts continue to make teachers afraid 
of civil suits by students, soon lawyers will be in- 
timidating parents with threats of suits by children. 

The process had gone far enough. It was high 
time the high court called a halt.

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Citizens Action Coalition 
opposes bond issue

VIRGNIA BEACH-The 
newly-organized Citizens Action 
Coalition Inc. has come out in 
opposition te the $122.8 million 
bond referendum scheduled for 
March 26. 

Approval of the referendum, 
according to the Coalition, would 
support actions of the City 
Council which, the Coalition 
says, does manage growth effec- 
tively. A vote against the referen- 
dum would be substantially a 
vote against Council policies in 
relation to growth. 

Rae LeSesne, president of the 
Coalition, issued the Coalition's 
position at a press conference last 
week, saying that city growth 
largely reflects developers' 
desires instead of the legitimate 
interest of the people. 

He said that the expanded tax 
base of the city is largely the 
result of home construction and 
the establishment of businesses to 
serve the transient, and an uncer- 
tain construction industry. It is 
also, according to LeSesne, the 
result of inflated property and 
land costs. 



Attracting business and in- 
dustry to the city, he said, is hin- 
dered by the high cost of water ' 
and other utilities, transportation 
problems, increasing taxes and a 
deteriorating quality of life in the 
city. 

LeSesne said the chief concern 
of the Coalition is the quality of 
life in the city. 

He added that the city in- 
creases deficit spending by selling 
bonds because it cannot afford to 
subsidize additional debts 
generated by new growth . 

LeSesne said that the city is in- 
creasing its debt by $110 million 
every year through the use of 
charter bonds which do not 
require voter approval. The 
money, he said, is used on many 
projects which Council does not 
believe will receive voter ap- 
proval. 

Traditionally, schools and 
roads have been submitted to 
referendum and none have ever 
failed. Council woman Barbara 
Henley unsuccessfully attempted 
to have the essential projects, 
such as schools and road, funded

For millions of Americans with 
temporary or permanent physical 
disabilities, traveling has been 
very difficult and sometimes im- 
possible. New services developed 
by the travel and tourism in- 
dustry have broken many of the 
barriers that have historically 
limited or prevented travel 
among this special group of 
travelers. 

Recognizing these im- 
provements and the need to 
promote them, Virginia has 
developed the program, "Tips 
for Physically Disabled 
Travelers." The program em- 
phasizes news of progress in this 
field, such as the availability of 
rental cars with hand controls, 
"meet and assist" services 
provided by transportation com- 



panies and travel attractions, 
braille menus, special presen- 
tations for the hearing impaired 
and new accomodations for 
wheelchairs.

As a major part of the state's 
effort to promote tourism among 
the disabled, two representatives 
from Virginia's tourism industry 
will be scheduled to appear on 
television and radio talk shows in 
Pennsylvania, New York, New 
Jersey, Tennessee, Ohio, West 
Virginia, Florida, North and 
South Carolina and other eastern 
states. Viewers and listeners will 
be encouraged to call or write for 
the free brochure, "Tips for the 
Physically Disabled Traveler."

crimes per lOO.OOQ people than 

other cities of our^ize." 

However, in 1983, 16,000 
criminal charges were lodged and 
the figures will be higher in 1984, 
according to Wall, because of an 
increase in homicides, rapes, 
robberies, larcenies and auto 
thefts. 

To help manage this increasing 
caseload Wall said 30 percent of 
the criminal investigations are 
now conducted by uniformed 
police officers. 

"We're requiring more in- 
vestigative training of the 
uniformed officers and asking 
more of them," he said, "to deal 
with the additional workload." 

Wall is concerned about the 
department's ims^e but says it is 
better than people believe. In 
1983, the police force initiated 
72,000 negative public contacts 
which included minor violations 



as well as serious offenses. 

"Most of those 72,000 people 
were not happy to see my of- 
ficers, but for every letter of 
complaint we received that year, 
seven letters complimented or 
praised the department." 

The Virginia Beach police 
department is initiating a new 
concept in training its recruits 
this year, according to Wall. 

The new phase in police 
training began January 21 when 
the first recruits, 14 women and 
16 men, entered the live-in police 
academy at Camp Pendleton. 

"As far as I know, Virginia 
Beach is the first city in the 
nation to initiate a live-in 
academy of this type. The 
recruits will reside in the barracks 
for four weeks before moving on 
to advanced training, but they 
will be allowed to go home on 
weekends," said Wall.

Councilwoman Nancy Creech 
said that "a lot of people never 
pick up a newspaper and don't 
listen to the radio, but everyone 
looks at television."

McClanan pushes pro farming bills

RICHMOND-The full Senate 
has unanimously passed two 
agriculture-oriented bills proposed 
by Del. Glenn McClanan, D- 
Virginia Beach. The bills, which 
become law July 1 , will improve 
research of crops and allow for 
required commodity commission 
reports, respectively. 

One proposal will permit the 
state to combine the research ac- 
tivities of crops and flowers of 
three areas into one comprehen- 
sive unit. Two units, called 
Virginia Truck and Ornamental'^ 
Research Stations, are located in 
.Virginia Beach and on the 
Eastern Shore. A third research 
unit is on the campus of Virginia 
Tech. 

"This will coordinate the ef- 
forts of the staff at all three 
stations," McClanan said. He 



added that "the staff stations will 
remain exactly what they are -- 
but the internal workings will be 
united." 

McClanan said that the com- 
bined efforts of the three will 
"improve the funding of the ac- 
tivity" as a whole. 

The delegate says the bill was 
requested to him by the- Truck 
and Ornamental stations. The 
proposal has passed without 
amendment. , 

His second proposal concerns 
the nine commodity commissions 
in the state. These commissions 
include swine and tobacco, 
among others, and deal with 
promotion and research of 
various crops. The bill will make 
these commissions file their 
reports publicly. 

The Department of Agriculture 
and Consumer Services will be 
charged with enforcing the filing 
of reports. 



Crime Resistance program 
coming to Beach schools 



A crime resistance program 
designed to teach youngsters to 
be responsible for their own 
behavior, respect and protect the 
rights of others and find respon- 
sible solutions to conflict 
situations has been introduced in 
area schools and will soon be 
taught in all five Hampton Roads 
school systems at the kinder- 
garten through eighth grade level. 

Sponsored by the Hampton 
Roads Chamber of Commerce 
with the cooperation of local 
police chiefs and school superin- 
tendents, the TIPS program, as it 
is called, was the brainchild of 
the FBI and a proiect of the U.S. 
Department of Educction. 

Its pilot program was 
developed and funded by the Vir- 
ginia Department of Education 
and was implemented in the 
Charlottesville and Albemarle 
County schools. 

Church Women United 



Although the TIPS program is 
available in schools throughout 
the state and the U.S., the Ham- 
pton Roads project will be the 
first in Virginia to be implemen- 
ted on such a large scale. 

"Some schools have im- 
plemented the program only in 
districts," said Karen Chicurel, 
TIPS Virginia coordinator, 
"some in just one or two schools. 

"We are able to reach all the 
Hampton Roads schools because 
of the chamber's support and 
funding," she said, "and because 
of the opportunity here in getting 
all five cities together." 
. To date the central offices of 
each ichool system has been 
provided with TIPS booklets; all 
first grade teachers in Norfolk 
have attoided a training session; 
six Chesapeake schools have 
already implemented the

We have heard it said that history repeats itself 
and one supposes if we enjoy the humane aspect of 
life, we would be wise to heed the warning. Permit 
us to recall an earlier time in history, a lifestyle not 
unlike America's. * 

Ancient Rome was a democracy of sorts, a 
republic and a free society. They too chose to invest 
in an organized form of law. Their "civil" gover- 
nment, the legislative, executive and judicial bran- 
ches, was comprised of elected senators, statesmen 
and courts, drawn from the Roman upper class. 
And like Rome, sadly, American society reflects 
the licentious, seedy trends of the Romans, namely 
political greed, lust for power, money and sex. 

Rome's pervasive, insatiable appetite and wan- 
ton ways gave way to a decadent society. The 
Romans knew the disappointment of politicians 
who prostituted themselves and their souls by ac- 
cepting, even soliciting bribes and advancing 
political corruption and crime. Recognizable? It 
would seem that Rome allowed too much, for ac- 
cording to one theory, the decline and fall of the 
Roman empire can be traced to its allowance of a 
cancerous, decadent society. 

Our American society is not without its violent, 
sex-filled decadence, pervasive yet allowed.

Could American society, like Rome, be headed 
for destruction and self-annihilation allowing this 
decay in our society to flourish? Have we fallen to 
an existance as banal; are we so unreasonable as to 
defend Playboy's right to infect our society, sup- 
posedly for the cause of defending civil liberties? 
Dp we need to adopt a "reasonable" allowance of 
civil liberties? Who would decide what is 
reasonable? 

Many think the term civil is relative, and subject 
to individual interpretation. However, here too is a 
potential problem in the policing of individual 
ideas and actions that seem to violate personal 
liberties, life and the pursuit of happiness. Police 
action that is predicated on personal intrepretation 
could tip the delicate balance of justice in the op- 
posite direction, thus forming a likeness to yet 
another period of history, and the gestapo of the 
Nazi regime. 

As perfect as a "reasonable" form of ci^il liberty 
sounds perhaps we would all be most prudent to 
consider the potential for law by a select few, as in 
the Soviet's corrupt form of Marxist Communism.

Of- 
ten, these materials are the only record resear- 
chers, especially students, can use in the interim 
period between a significant event and a book or 
film about it. In many cases, these files are the 
only records of events. Given their usefulness for 
this prupose, we would be wasting our tax support 
if we did not accumulate back files of these 
materials for public fise. 

Also, publishing schedules ' for periodicals 
sometimes get delayed. The May, 1984, issue of 
American Education is the latest issue available. 



The August/September, 1984, issue of Aging is 
the latest issue mailed to date. For that reason, 
libraries may display what is at first believed to be 
out-of-date issues when these issues really are the 
most current issues published. ^ 

Contrary to Mr. Cahill's impression, we care 
very much about celebrating National Library 
Week with our public. We are sponsoring a 
photography contest for adults and youth in our 
community to celebrate the theme of reading. En- 
try forms are available at our five area libraries 
and bookmobile, and Virginia Beach winners will 
automatically compete in the national "Nation of 
Readers" contest organized by the American 
Library Associaation. 

The Virginia Beach Public Library welcomes 
comments and recommendations from our users 
as to how we can improve our services. We ap- 
preciate Mr. Cahill's interest in the libiary,'aad 
invite him to enter our contest .

R. G. Moore plans golf course

VIRGINIA BEACH— Developer 
R. G. Moore has been granted 
rezoning requests, which will 
permit him to build a golf course 
community on Salem Road. 

City Council Monday after- 
noon approved by a vote of 7-3 
rezoning of 14 acres from R-5 
Residential District to B-2 Com- 
munity-Business District and 
from R-5 Residential District PD- 
H2 Planned Unit Development 
on 780 acres. The property is 
located on the west side of Salem 
Road, north of Elbow Road. 

Since presentation to the Plan- 
ning Commission the ap- 
plications reflect reductions in 
the business area from 25 acres 
and in the PD-H2, from 830 
acres. 

Grover Wright, attorney for 
Moore, said the plan for the sub- 



division, Glenwood, includes 
,2280 units, which at three units 
per acre complies with the Com- 
prehensive Land Use Plan. In- 
cluded will be an 18-hole golf 
course on 152 acres, 1 1 Vi acres of 
recreational space, a 25-acre 
school site, a three-acre religious 
site and a two-acre municipal 
site. 

He said that 21 percent of the 
total acreage is in open space and 
recreational areas. 

The applications were recom- 
mended for approval by the 
Planning Commission. Dissen- 
ting Council members were Vice 
Mayor Reba McClanan and 
Councilwomen Barbara Henley 
and Meyera Oberndorf . 

Ross Fulcher, whose home is 
on a two-acre site in the middle 
of the proposed development, 
was concerned about the homes 
on smaller lots which would 
surround him. Fulcher has a 



private well and septic tank. The 
developer would bring into the 
area water and sewer which 
Fulcher, under the city's or- 
dinances, would be required to 
use. The developer has agreed to 
pay his tap-on fees. 

Questions also were raised 
on whether the golf course would 
be maintained and on the lack of 
passive open space in the plan. 

Councilman Dr. H.J. Henry 
McCoy Jr. supported the 
petition, saying that the golf 
course is needed in the city. 

Councilwoman Barbara 
Henley said that she did not think 
the intent of the PD-H2 ordinan- 
ce was to include a golf course as 
open space. 

Wright said that every time 
R.G. Moore "comes in here he 
has to go through a crucible as 
though he should apologize for 
it."

Perhaps the most common 
misconception is that the entire 
$2000 is needed to open up an 
IRA. As far as the government is 
concerned, you can open an IRA 
for $1 . Most fmancial institutions 
do have a minimum deposit 
requirement but that requirement 
usually is less than $2000. Finan- 
cial sdvisors-riormally encourage 
taxpayers to open an IRA with 
whatever contribution they can 
afford. In later years your annual 
contribution can be increased as 
your income grows oi* as your 
economic situation allows. Con- 
versely, if you initially contribute 
$2000 to your IRA and next year 
find that you cannot afford to 
contribute at that level, you have 
the flexibility to contribute a 
lesser amount or not at all. 
•Misconception 2 
"Opening up an IRA does not 
make sense because inflation will 
erode the worth of my account at 
retirement" is another IRA 
misconception. It's true that in- 
flation will have an impact on 
your retirement funds. If you 
don't think supplemental IRA in- 
come will do any good when you 
retire, keep in mind that Social 
Security and your other 
retirement income sources also 
will not be immune from in- 
flation. Combining your IRA 
retirement dollars with your 
other retirement funds may help 
immeasurably whether inflation 
continues or not. In addition, not 
every working individual is 
covered bya conijorate pension 
ofi profit! thuTtag-^nn, This 
means that in addition to Social 
Security the IRA account will be 
an important source of 
retirement funds. 
•Misconception 3 
A third serious IRA miscon- 
ception is that once an IRA ac- 
count is set up, it is locked into 
the financial institution and into 
the initial investment. If handled 
properly, you can transfer your 
account from one institution to 
TiMother without any tax penalty 
or from one type of investment to 
another without penalty, unless it 
is a CD where a penalty is im- 
posed for early cashouts. 
•Misconception 4 
Timing of the IRA con- 
tribution is another common area 
of IRA misunderstanding. Many 
investors believe that it does not 
make a difference if an IRA ac- 
count is opened in the beginning 
of the year (January 1), late in the 
year (December 3 1) or even in the 
following year before the April 
15 deadline. While you still get 
the tax deduction, it's important 
to remember that you also get a 
tax break on the earnings within 
the IRA account. If you intend to 
make an IRA contribution this 
year, the sooner you do it, the 
longer your investment has the 
opportunity to accumulate tax- 
deferred earnings. 

For example, compare two in- 
dividuals making a $2000 con- 
tribution to their IRAs annually 
for 20 years; assume for purposes 
of this illustration only that the 
rate of return is 10%. Individual 
A contributes $2000 on January 1 
every year; individual B waits un- 
til December 30 to contribute. 
Let's look at the difference 
timing has made in the value of 
the account over the 20 years. In- 
dividual A's account would be 
worth $126,005 while individual 
B's would have $114,550 in his 
account. Waiting until year-end 
to make your annual IRA con- 
tribution could cost you tax- 
deferred earnings.
